Claims 7 and 8 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest, "... wherein, 
said host server is configured to automatically transmit to said facility a list of new passwords 
upon a request by said uploader device." 



Claim 10 is allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in claimed 
combination, "... wherein said host server is configured to construct and transmit to said personal 
computer a web page containing a list of available medical facilities and a list of patient images 
from each of said medical facilities." 

Claim 13 is allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach in claimed combination, "... 
assembling a web page, including said images, at said host server in response to a request from 
said personal computer... compressing said images if image file is greater than a predetermined 
threshold... populating a data file including said images, thumbnail image representations and 
associated text entries at said uploader device." 

Claim 14 is allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in claimed 
combination, "... assembling a web page, including said images, at said host server in response to 
a request from said personal computer... populating, at said host server, an HTML web page with 
said patient folders..
